Si Ibrahim ibn Muhammad al-Kunki (Berber name Brahim u Muhmmad Aknku, 
born 8 Dhu 1-Qa'da 1323/1906) worked as repetiteur at the Institut des Hautes 
Etudes marocaines at Rabat. He was the chief native assistant of Arsene Roux ■*»■ 
-Jws-eapaeWy-e^ directeur d' etudes de dialectologie berbere at the same institute. 
His autobiography in Berber is found in MS Aix 35(a).
